The Snpreme Court Has Passed 
Upon It. 


NEW TRIAL IS REFUSED. 


Mu st Serv e Ten Years’ Sen ten ce 
Th e Case o f Eli J. Stu bble­ 
field Is Dilteren t. 


Chief 
J ustice Gantt filed an 
opinion in div ision No. 2 of the 
supreme court at J efferson City 
y esterday , affirming the decision of 
the Pettis county circuit court, 
which sentenced J ames L. West, 
the Missouri Pacific engineer, in 
J une, 18 9 9 , to the penitentiary for 
ten y ears for attempting to rob a 
Missouri Pacific passenge'r train 
near Hughesv ille, Pettis county , 
on the night of 
Nov ember 
28 , 
18 98 , 
W est and a conductor, Eli J . 
Stubblefield, made the attempt,but 
the railroad officials were giv en a 
tip by E. H . Adams, and were pre­ 
pared for them. 
The result was 
the attempt failed. 
Both Stubblefield 
and 
W est 
were arrested, conv icted and are 
now in the penitentiary . 
Both appealed to the supreme 
court, and the 
court y esterday 
found the conv iction regular and 
affirmed 
the 
judgemnt 
of 
the 
lower court in the case of West. 
H . B. Shain and J ohn Cashman, 
of Sedalia, and Lawy er Dale, of 
Shelby v ille. Mo., were the attor­ 
ney s for W est and Stubblefield. 
Mr. Cashman was not aware 
that a decision had been rendered 
in the W est case until apprised by 
a representativ e of the D e m o c r at 
this morning. 
It was customary , 
he said, for the clerk of the su­ 
preme court to adv ise the attorney s 
in the* case when a decision was 
rendered, but neither Mr. Shain 
nor himself had heard a word in 
regard to the matter. 
Later, Mr. Cashman and Mr. 
Shain called at the D e m o c r at of ­ 
fice, and the latter stated that he 
did not think it at all probable that 
a motion for a rehearing would be 
filed. 
Mr. Cashman said a decision in 
the Stubblefield case might be ex ­ 
pected at any time now, and he 
feels confident that it will be re­ 
manded and his client granted a 
new, trial. 
One of the strong points for re­ 
v ersal in the Stubblefield case, Mr. 
Cashman say s, is that one night, 
while the trial was in progress, one 
of the jurors left the room where 
they were sleeping and passed 
through different rooms, unaccom­ 
panied, to the other side of the 
court house, to a toilet room. 
Mr. Cashman say s the case of 
“ Stub” is different from that of 
W est in other particulars, and he 
will be greatly surprised if it, too, 
is affirmed.

The strikers are merely fighting 
for their ju st rig hts,.and from the 
v ery beg inning hav e signified their 
willingness to arbitrate; bu t this 
sou lless corporation, the St. Lou is 
Transit Co., with a capital of $9 0,- 
000,000, and controlled by a few 
brainless idiots, do not wish to 
arbitrate, nor will they recognize 
the u nion, which is the sole cau se 
of the trou ble. 
^ 
This organized monopoly deem 
it ju st and proper to combine capi­ 
tal, bu t will not allow the work­ 
ing man the rig ht to organize labor. 
This fight is one of principle, and 
the Transit Co., 
determined to 
win, are ru nning a few cars daily , 
withou t passengers, and are im­ 
porting scab labor from all parts 
of the U nited States. 
These scabs, ju dg ing from their 
appearance, are entirely dev oid of 
decency and principle, and ap­ 
parently are tramps from other 
cities, v y ho are incompetent to hold 
su ch a responsible position, and 
who wou ld sell their birth-rig ht for 
a mere pittance. 
The Transit 
company cannot 
find men here to take the places of 
the strikers, and are compelled to 
import labor. 
To be on the streets 
here is dangerou s, as a riot is liable 
to occu r at any time. 
It is almost 
a daily occu rrence here for inno­ 
cent by standers to be shot down 
like d og s; and were the gov ernor 
to call ou t the state troops to aid 
the police and depu ty sheriffs in 
their bloody work, it wou ld be a 
damnable decision on his part and 
a fu rther disgrace to the state. 
A ny corporation with a capital 
of $9 0,000,000 
shou ld 
be

whistle within eighty rods of the 
railway crossing, 
as required by 
law. 
The 
petition 
also 
alleges 
that the whistle was sounded just 
as the engine reached the crossing, 
scaring the horse so that it ran 
away. 
Missouri Pacific Attorney Bailey, 
in reply to the petition, entered a 
general 
denial to all the 
allega­ 
tions therein contained and the ex­ 
amination of witnesses began.

the scene and the^ accident, show­ 
ing the railway track and the pub­

So far as appearances w ent, the 
strike of the street railway men 
seemed yesterday and last night to 
be almost a thing of the past, says 
today’s 
St. 
Louis 
Globe-Demo- 
crat. 
The 
day 
was uneventful. 
There was no rioting or serious 
disorder 
during 
the 
day or the 
early part of the night. No demon­ 
strations were made by the strikers 
or their sympathizers, and mem­ 
bers of the sheriff’s posse comitatus 
had little to do but shoulder their 
riot shotguns, and the policemen 
riding on the cars had few calls for 
their services as preservers of the 
peace. 
Street cars were not seri­ 
ously molested, and more of them 
were run than any day since the 
beginning of the strike. 
The feature of the day was the 
running at night, up to midnight, 
of the cars on some of the north anc 
south divisions of the system— the 
Southern 
Electric, 
the 
Tower 
Grove and the California avenue 
lines, and they were run as peace­ 
ably as 
before the strike. 
Cars 
moved on a six-minute schedule on 
each of these three lines until mid­ 
night, and, in additien, five other 
lines were operated last night. On 
all the night cars policemen rode, 
and deputy sheriffs were stationed 
along the routes, but there seemed 
little necessity for their presence. 
During the day some of the east 
and west divisions were operated 
with no police protection at all. 
No word was received from Jef­ 
ferson C ity yesterday as to the in­ 
tention of tlie governor in relation 
to calling out the militia. 
Adjt. 
Gen, Bell, who had been left in St. 
Louis as the representative of the 
governor to watch the situation, 
left 
town 
yesterday 
morning. 
Meanwhile Sheriff Pohiman con­ 
tinues swearing in citizens, most of 
them volunteers, ot a highly de­ 
sirable class, for his posse comita­ 
tus, and he expects to soon have 
the 2, 500 men he was ordered to 
furnish by the board of police com­ 
missioners. 
Many of the men who 
are on the posse yesterday supplied 
themseh'« with uniforms and side 
arms at their own expense.
